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That Fast Day Sermon. 

When there is so much preaching 
that means nothing—and hits nobody, 
as at the present day, it is really re- 
freshing to read a sermon that bristles 
with sharp points and deals solid blows 
against the dangerous evils and ten- 
dencies of our times. Such were some 
of the commendable features of Rev. 
Mr. Clough’s sermon as reported in 
last week’s TownsMAN, and which I 
read with not a little interest. Its chief 
merit lies in the fact that it treats 
frankly and fearlessly the living and 
important issues of the day. And if 
our pulpits thundered more frequently 
than they do against these corruptions 
and evils that disgrace our nation and 
degrade its people, they would become 
more effective agents in the work of 
human regeneration. 

But while all this is true, of Mr. 
Clough’s sermon as a whole, there is 
one part of it that seems clearly open 
to criticism. In using the privilege 
granted him, he goes some distance 
out of his way to attack a political 
party that stands an active and uncom- 
promising foe to all the evils he enu- 
merates. Such kind of talk might be 
tolerated in a_ political campaign 
speech, but its use before a promiscu- 
ous audience is, it seems to the writer, 
a transgression of the rules of common 
politeness, and shows how that parti- 
san zeal may over-ride the simple pro- 
prieties of place and the fitness of 
things. 

And then the childish attempt to de- 
cide the value of a great moral prin- 
ciple by the size of a party to which 
one belongs is puerile in the extreme. 
What if Gen Fisk the Prohibition 
candidate for President in 1888, did 
not have but 249,506 votes; does that 
prove that Gen. Fisk and his followers 
were wrong in the position they occu- 
pied on the temperance question. 
There was a time when God’s servant 
Elijah stood alone against 450 false 
prophets of Baal, but he did not think 
it wise on that account to affiliate with 
friends of idolatry. The Christian 
church began with only twelve disci- 
ples, but was the Christian church for 
that reason wrong or unwise in main- 
taining its position and declaring its 
principles? Every good cause that 
ever started began with a few devoted 
souls. But these few heroic men and 
women have faced the persecutions 
and fashions of the world, and con- 
quered in the end. A great truth or 
principle has in it the potency and 
promise of ‘ultimate success, or else 
there is no God. And a person who 
adheres to a cause or a party simply on 
account of its numbers, lacks that 
moral earnestness and heroic qualities 
of character that constitute a live 
‘Christian man. 

Then, again, Mr. (Clough gives the 


singular reason that the methods of + 


the Prohibition party are wrong be- 
cause so few church members vote 
with it. Only about one in twelve he 
tells us. Now this is exceedingly weak 
logic in light of the fact that the church 
has been on the wrong side of almost 
every good reform the last 200 years. 
The church once thought the institu- 
tion of slavery was divine and upheld 
it for many years by its votes. James 
G. Birney, the first anti-slavery candi- 
date for president only received a little 
over 7000 votes; this would hardly 
show one church member out of a 
thqusaud on the right side. Then I 
think the Baptists might be out-voted 


“to-day in-this~country,-perhaps_.twelve. 


toone. But is that any reason why 
Mr. Clough should leave the church of 
his choice? I should hope not. 
But after all, this is a question not 
‘ of numbers either in the church or out; 
it is a question of moral principle, of 
everlasting right. And if Mr. Clough 
had looked at this subject in this light 
rather than through his party specta- 
cles, he would have come to a different 
conclusion, The voters of the Prohi- 
bition party stand upon this solid 
ground that in the sight of God and 
his commandments, itis a sin for the 
State to license a moral, social and fi- 
nancial evil, such as 1s the rum traffic. 
Or as a noted Methodist bishop has 
said, “it cannot be legalized without 
sin.”’ Nor do we see how any Chris- 
tian person can avoid this conclusion. 
Adopting this position that the license 
system is wrong, from beginning to 
the end, no consistent prohibitienist 
can vote for it or affiliate with any party 
that sustains it on the statute-book. 
And no true temperance man can clear 
the skirts of his garments from moral 
guilt by simply voting for no license in 
his own town, while he votes for a 
party that upholds the license system 
in the state, and is to all intents and 
purposes a Ticehee party. Where, in- 
deed, is ‘the sense, consistency, or 
Christianity in voting no license in the 
spring, and then in the fall march to 
the polls and deposit the same kind of 
ballot that is carried by the rumseller 
and his-degraded followers and to assist 
in sustaining a party that keeps alive 
this infernal business of licensing a 
traffic that breeds murder, anarchy, 
crime, pauperism and moral death. 
Mr. Clough has pointed out certain 
moral evils that threaten eur country, 


but he unfortunately belongs toa party 
that has neither the courage nor the 
disposition to take a stand against any 


of thesé evils. Its whole stock in trade 


upon which it has been ringing 
changes for the past fifty years, is a 
high protective tariff. It regards the 
protection of tinplate and pig iron of 
more importance than the protection 
of our boys, and selfish greed of greater 


‘moment than national righteousness. 


It appeals to no high moral motive, it 
nourishes no Christian principle, awak- 
ens no spiritual enthusiasm. It runs 
simply on the low grade of materialism 
and selfish expediency, and while oc- 
cupying that position has no power to 
lift the people to a higher moral level. 
I do not wonder that Mr. Clough with 
others begin to feel the spirit of un- 
rest, L. 


A Suggestion. 


One of our dailies came out on Fri- 
day with the Governor’s proclamation 
in one column and beside it in another 
line a long list of Fast day exercises— 
cricket and ball games—mosquito and 
bicycle races, sparring, slugging and 
various athletic meets, excursions and 
reunions of military organizations, 
chess playing contests, hare and 
hound runs, and cocking mains and a 
report of a great rush of cottagers to 
the summer resorts to arrange for the 
coming season. The Mayflower carried 
1775 passengers on one trip and special 
trains were run to accommodate thou- 
sands who all along the shore spent the 
day in repairing, building sewers, and 
negotiating for summer quarters. Four 
Boston churches held service for the 
rest. 

Our Baptist brother may be glad to 
be informed that the Professors on the 
Hill wisely headed off their ministerial 
‘buds’ from all these snares by keep- 
ing them at lectures all day, for the 
Theological Fast-day ball game has al- 
ready been evolved. Why instead of 
scolding us from the pulpits can not 
these men,solicitous for our humiliation, 
petition the governor, and by all ways 
possible, bring him to appoint our an- 
nual Fast on Good Friday? The peo- 
ple who already observe that day would 
be added to those who truly do remem- 
ber the Fast day observance, and as 
for the outsiders, who would play base 
ball on Sunday if let aloue,—they will 
play on Good Friday anyway as it 18. 
The Roman communion holds so many 
of the Fast day athletes in its fold that 
we should have a tremendous gain in 
the united devotions of most of the 
large denominations in Massachusetts. 
The Episcopal and various Congrega- 
tional bodies have a week of prayer at 
that time and it would be no trouble 
to iutroduce the needs of our common- 
wealth among other matters for anx- 
ious thought.

Our Common Road. 


If you take four pieces of white pa- 
per, each having a superficial area 
equal to about one-twentieth of the 
printed portion ef this page (Century 
magazine), and place them on a hard 
floor, locating one at each corner of an 
imaginary rectangle about four feet 
and a half by six feet in size, they will 
represent in dimension and relative 
location the four points of contact 
upon which the wheels of an ordinary 
farm-wagon will rest, if made to stand 
upon the same floor, while each piece 
of paper will also show, with. tolerable 


accuracy, the entire area of actual con: 


tact between the wheel and a hard- 
road surface in good condition. Here, 
then, isa foundation of eight square 
inches or less upon which must be 
rolled.across. the country a load vary- 
ing anywhere from five hundred pounds 
to ten gross fons in weight; and it is 
obvious that the mechanical advan- 
tages of the wheel can be profitably 
brought into play only by preserv- 
ing these points of contact, or tangent 
points, at their minimum size. Of 
course, to maintain even a quiescent 
load of several ‘tons upon so slight a 
foundation without settling would re- 
quire a well-made and substantial 
foundation; but when it is remembered 
that the foundation 1s a moving one, 
and that in its transit along the public 
highway it is made to carry a rolling, 
jolting, and pounding burden of per- 
haps several tons, it is all the more 
clear that the foundation—to wit, the 
road-bed and. surface—should be of a 
smooth and unyielding kind. When, 
by reason of an excessive load, or the 
inferior condition of. the roadway, the 
wheel is pressed into the surface of the 
road, the point of contact is enlarged 
in proportion to the depth of the de- 
pression, and-this enlargement con- 
tinues until the wheel is half sub- 
merged; ‘but whether it be great or 
slight, every increase of the surface of 
contact involves a corresponding 1n- 
crease of the power required to move 


the loaded vehicle. 
To this fact is mainly due ie supe- 
rior tractive qualities of the Macadam 
or Telford surface over that of ‘the or- 
dinary dirt road. 

In all that is hereafter written, then, 
let it be remembered that hardness and 


smoothness of surface are two prime 
qualities in every good highway, and 
that the insistance of the writer upon 
thorough drainage, which prevents the 
softening of the road by rain ‘and flood, 
and upon thorough Tolliig, which in- 
sures the hardening results of continued 
pressure, is due to the importance of 
these qualities of smoothness and hard- 
ness in the maintenance of every high- 
class road. 

Of course within hee necessary limits 
of this-article- no elaborate treatment of 
the technical side of road-making can 
be attempted; but avoiding reference, 
as far as possible, to those methods 
and details about which road-builders 
radically disagree, the writer will at- 
tempt to set forth briefly a few time- 
proved directions which may safely be 
followed in ordinary cases where the 
construction or improvement of a road 
is undertaken, 


DIRT ROADS. 


By this term is. meant those roads 
which are formed of the natural soil 
found in the line of the roadway. They 
are so common as to be almost our only 
roads outside of town and city limits, 
and will for many years be used largely 
in country districts, and especially on 
the lines of cross-roads which connect 
the main highways. Dirt roads, at 
their best, are generally inferior to 
Macadam and Telford roads in every 
essential of a good highway; in dura- 
bility, cost of maintenance, drainage, 
tractive qualities, and, in many loca- 
tions, in point of economy also. But 
the dirt round is here, and the public 
hand must be directed to its treatment. 
The first and most important thing 
necessary for the maintenance of a dirt 
road may be stated in a single word— 
drainage. It is the one thing that can 
neither be dispensed with nor neglected. 
Most dirt is soluble, and is easily dis- 
placed under the softening influence of 
rain, and this process is hastened in 
the dirt road by the passing of heavy 
wagons over the wet surface. On 
every mile of roadway within the 
United States their falls each year an 
average of 27,000 tons of water—a 
heavy, limpid fluid, always directing 
itself to the nearest outlet and seeking 
the lowest level. Water is hard to 
confine and easy to release, and yet, 
through sheer neglect of the simplest 


principles of drainage, water is the. 


most active destroyer of our country 
roads. 

In providing for the drainage of a 
dirt road we should first consider the 
material of which the roadway js ocm- 
posed. If a heavy, viscous clay pre- 
dominates, the ordinary side-ditches 
should be of good depth, and will even 
then, in many cases, be inadequate for 
thorough drainage without the addi- 
tion of a centre-drain running midway 
between, and parallel with, the side- 
ditches. The centre-drain should be 
filled with loose irregular boulders, 
cobblestones, broken bricks, or similar 
filling, covering a line of tiles or fas- 
cines at the bottom, and should be con- 
nected with the side-ditches by cross- 
drains carrying the, water outward 
frem the centre drain at proper inter- 
vals along the length of roadway. 
Centre-drains, though often greatly 
needed for the improvement of country 
roads, are not in common use. They 
add somewhat to the cost of the road- 
way, but, in most cases, considerably 
more to iis value, and should be em- 
ployed in all-situations where sand o1 
gravel cannot be had to relieve the 
heaviness and water-helding proper- 
ties of the clay. If gravel, sand, or 


‘other porous material can be conven 


iently or cheaply obtained, the centre 
and cross-drains may often be dis- 
pensed with by mixing the gravel or 
sand in plentiful quantities with the 
clay roadway, so as to insure as nearly 
as possible a porous and self-draining 
surface-layer, which should not be less 
than ten inches in depth, and should 
be laid on the rounded or sloped sub- 
soil so as to insure easy drainage into 
the side-ditches. 

In locations where the prevailing 
material is of a loose, sandy nature, 
the difficulties of drainage are more 
easily overcome, and side-ditches, if 
found necessary at all, may be made of 
moderate depth and left open, without 
incurring the risks and dangers of 
travel that prevail where the deeper 
open ditches are used for draining 
heavier soils. But, on the other hand, 
the light-and shifting nature of sandy 
road-material destroys its value as a 
surface layer for an earth roadway, and 
its deficiency in this respect is most 
easily remedied by the addition of a 
stronger and more tenacious substance, 
such as stiff-clay.--When mixed—with 
sand in proper proportions (which in 
each case depend upon the nature of 
the clay and sand used, and which can 
best be determined by experiment), 
this composition affords many advan- 
tages which make it superior to a road- 
way composed of either sand or clay 
when used alone. The sand serves to 
quicken the drainage and to ‘destroy 
the sticky, tenacious qualities of the 
clay, while the play supplies the quality 
of cohesion in the substance of the 
road-surface, counteracting the shift- 
ing qualities of the sand, and making 
the roadway more easily packed and 


rolled, and more likely to retain its 
proper grade and slope. 


ROLLING. 

Every day it is becoming more firmly 
established that a good ‘road-roller is 
the most valuable piece of machinery 

employed in the road-maker’s art; and 
indeed, without it, neither can the 
foundation or subsoil of the roadway 
be made uniformly hard and reliable, 
nor the surface-layer be given that uni- 
form compactness and solidity which 
give excellence to the road and insure 
a perpetual economy in the cost of 
maintenance and repairs. To one who 
has seen a heavy road-roller used in 
compacting the soil of a new roadway 
these facts will be very evident. If a 
length of one thousand yards in an or- 
dinary earth read be cut to an exact 
and uniform grade one foot below the 
original surface of the road, it will be 
found in most cases that the new sur- 
face thus exposed will present an ap- 
pearance which, to the ordinary ob- 
server, is of a uniform material and 
even hardness frem.end to end: but 
the passage of aroller weighing from 
ten to fifteen tons over this new sur- 
face will soon disclose defects and soft 
spots located at irregular intervals 
throughout the length of the work; 
and as the process of rolling continues, 
the uniformity of the grade will disap- 
pear, and what at first appeared to be 
a tolerably satisfactory surface will 
develop into a suecession of humps, 
holes, and undulations. In the using |= 
of the roller in actual work these de- 
pressions and soft spots are cnet | Re 


filled and brought to the line of the. 


required grade, while the succéssive 
passing of the heavy roller over the fill- 
ing gives lo the entire road that form 
and consistency which are so essential 
to every good highway. It 1s true that 
heavy rollers are rarely used in the 
construction or improvement of cirt 
roads; but this-is‘owing as much to a 
lack of knowledge of the real value of 
a good roller as to the apparently for- 
midable outlay involved in its first cost. 
All dirt roads become hard and_pass- 
able by the use of a roller. Every 
wagon-wheel acts as a roller upon the 
road-surface, and the value of its roll- 
ing qualities depends upon the width 
of the wheel-tires and the load which 
the wheel sustains; but the wagon- 
wheel is generally made so narrow as 
te create ruts in many cases, and its 
use always tends to develop the weak 
spots, humps, holes, and undulations 
which are 80 quickly revealed in the 
use of the regular roller. Moreover, 
the rolling qualities exerted by the 
wheels of passing traflic are never be- 
stowed uniformly upon the entire width 
of the roadway, but are confined 
throughout the length of most country 
roads to the the two narrow lines of 
travel which marked the tracks of the 
wheels of the first passing vehicle, and 
which seem to-have been followed with 
scrupulous eare by all the vehicles 
which came after. The result_is that 
the rofdway on both sides of these 
beaten tracks is often left in a soft, 
muddy, or rutty condition, and when 
two heavily loaded vehicles are com- 
pelled to pass each other, the necessity 
of turning out results in a break-down, 
or in the delay and difficulty which are 
familiar to every farmer just in propor- 
tion to the number of times that he 
has been stuck in the mud by reason 
of the conditions here described. The 
writer has made mention here of the 
value and use of a road-roller in con- 
nection with the maintenance of the 
ordinary dirt road, not with the belief 


-that-expensive.road-rollers.will be pur: |. 


chased for use solely upon the dirt 
roads in our country districts, but 


rather because it is believed that in the 
near future every progressive county 


will make use of the road-roller in the | ’ 


making and keeping of its important 
roads and streets, and that a hint given 
here may serve to instruct the county 
authorities in the fact that a good 
read-roller, when not profitably em- 
ployed upon the higher-class Macadam 
or Telford roads, may often be made to 
serve with value and economy in the 
improvement of adjacent dirt roads. 
In the grading of a dirt road the work 
may generally be cheapened and im- 
proved by employing one of the vari- 
ous forms of ‘‘road machines”? which 
have come into use within the last few 
years. Initscommon form this ma- 
chine is provided with an adjustable 
steel-shod blade which cuts, scrapes, 
and forms the earth to the desired 
grade, and, when drawn by one or two 
teams, generally performs its work ina 
commendable and satisfactory way.— 
Isaac B. Potter, in April Century.

Fires and the fire department have 
been the principal topic of conversation 
the past week. Last Saturday jevening 
an alarm was rung for a fire in Scotland 
district which was said to be a house and 
barn but proved to be an energetic brush 
fire. The steamer and firemen reported 
for duty but were not wanted. 

Considerable needless fun has been 
poked at the firemen for the misunder 
standing, but this taik was actuated by 
ignorance as the alarm was given by a 
messenger who reported that the build- 
ings were burning, 4 

The only ground for criticism is in the 
matter of horses. Tuesday morning at 
11.80 a horseman from Wilmington re- 
ported that the buildings at Stanley Faim 
owned by William H Haley were on fire 
and requested aid. The fireman were 
out in quick order but horses were again 
slow incoming.

Blaine Dows Not Seek the Nomination but 
Would Not Decline If He Should Be 
Hie Party's Choice. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—A local paper 
eontains the following: The Democrats 
ere. oes cote about the political 
si ) :eaders in congress are 
j cating to action on the pre- 
the paign next fall. The 
} : ve come to a 

nn of the fact that they had better 
atop fighting over the question of personal 
ferences for presidential honors. ‘The 
ocratic congressional committee is 
getting down to work in preparation for 
a systematic effort to help members of 
their party in close districts, and it is ex- 
pected that the ordinary campaign work 
will begin much earlier than usual. 

Leaders are declaring that the squabble 
ever the presidential nomination is liable 
to hurt the party, not only as to the elec- 
tion of president bat in the congressional 
election. They say that if the bickering is 
kept up it may render the thing contended 
for of but little value. The opinion is very 
freely expressed at the “apitol that Mr. 
Hill’s name will not go before the conven- 
tion, and there dre today few Democrats 
who believe that he can yet the nomina- 
tion if it does. It is well soown within 
Democratic circles that Tammany con- 
gressmen ure talking about other candi- 
dates, 

The talk which was imdulged in some 
time ago on the. subject of selection of 
presidential electors in New York by the 
legislature is being renewed. It is said that 
the action of the legislature providing for 
this method of chosing electors will prob- 
ably not be taken at this session, but will 
be had during the special session which is 
to be bela later in the season. The adop- 
tion of this method of choosing electors 
would settle the question of the political 
somplexion of the state in the next presi- 
dential election, and New York would be 
no longer a doubtful factor in the contest. 

It might, therefore, not be to Mr, Hill’s 
interest to have the matter s2ttled before 
the Democratic national convention, Itis 
said that after the conventiou there is lit- 
tle doubt that the legislature will pass the 
bill, as they almost certainly will, it is in- 
timated, if Mr.’ Hill should chance to be 
the nominee, 

A devoted friend of Mr. Blaine’s told a 
reporter yesterday that it was absolutely 
certain that 

Mr. Blaine Would Accept 

the nomination for che presidency if it 
should be offered to him by the conven- 
tion, He said he had talked long and 
earnestly with Mr, Blaine, and that he 
evuld say positively that he would not de 
cline the nomination if offered to him, 
though he did not desire it and would not 
seek it. The new impetus that is being 
given to Blaine talk is a matter of very 
great interest to politicians of both par- 
ties. 

There is probably no one who doubts 
that Mr. Blaine is sincere in his desire to 
avoid the responsibility and annoyance 
that would come upon him as the candi- 
date of his party, but there is a very large 
element in the party who cannot reconcile 
themselves to the thought of his retirement 
from public life without having the high- 
est honors in politics, 

There are many others who feel that 
the success of the party may be depended 
on the acceptance of the nomination; that 
he could surely be elected, and chat 
possibly no one else could, These men 
simply will act give up the idea of Mr. 
Blaine’s nomination. 


“BOODLE” CHARGES 


May Lead to an Investigation by Fall 
River Uity Officials, 


FALL RIVER, Mass., April 18.—The talk 
eoncerning the improper use of money in 
the distribution of license permits in this 
city is becoming more open every day.

Death of General Field, Who Fought 
for the Confederacy. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—General Charles 
W. Field died here of Brght’s disease, 
His death was unexpected. General 
Field was born near Lexington, Ky., in 
1628, and graduated from West Point in 
1849. He served in the Confederate army, 
and was a major general of volunteers. 
After the war he entered the army of the 
Khedive of Egypt, where he remained 
several years. He was doorkeeper of the 
Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth’ congresses, 
and during the administration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland he was in charge of the 
Hot Springs (Ark,) reservation. Of late 
years he was engaged in compiling the 
@fficial records of the late rebellion.

NINE PERSONS ..DROWNED. 


A Boat from the Furm School Capsizer 
in Boston Harbor. 

Boston. April 12.—One of the saddest 
accidents on record took place Sunday 
evening at City Point, an instructor 
ind en boys connected with the Boston 

‘arm school 1t Thompson’s island were 
eapsized in a sailboat, und the instructor 
and eight of the boys drowned. The in- 
stractor had been to the city during the 
day to attend church, and the ten boys, 
constituting a regular crew of the school,’ 
left the island at 6:30 to sail to City Point 
to convey the instructor to the island. 
At 4 point supposel to be between Spec- 
tacle and Thompson's islands the boat 
was struck by a squall and immediately 
capsized, sleven occupants were 
throwa into the ice cold water. 

According to the statement of the two 
survivors they encouraged each other by 
words of cheer, occasionally shouting, in 
the hope that they might be heard by some 
one onshore, Finally the chill of the water. 
and the exertion necessary to keep their 
heads above the surface overcame them, 
and one by one they were compelled to re- 
lease their hold. 

The instructor was the first to go. Each 
offered a prayer or a word of farewell to 
the thers as he gave up his hold on life. 
Some of them endured the terrible contest 
for nearly four bours, or about 11 o’clock, 
when the boat with the two survivers, 
atill clinging to it but exhausted, drifted 
ashore. They were immediately cared 
for, and are rapidly recovering from the 
effects of their exposure.

A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 


Late Reports from Mississippi. Indicate

more are known to have been drowned, 
The Coosa‘river is now eleven feet above 
low water and rising rapidly.

The flood has spread into Sumter, 
Greens and Picken counties in Alabama, 
It is estimated that forty negro families 
have perished in these counties. Rain is 
now falling, and the indications now are 
that the flood will exceed the overflow of

More than 3000 families in the counties 
of Lowndes, Monroe and Noxubes, are 
homeless and suffering for the necessaries 
of life, which are being supplied now by 
private subscriptions,

PROVIDENCE, April 8.—Following is the 
corrected vote for governor: D, Russell 
Brown (Rep.), 27,466; Frederick E. Burton 
(People’s), 186; Alexander Gilbert (Prohi- 
bition), 1580; William T. C. Wardwell 
(Dem.), 25,429. Scattering, 75. Brown’s 
majority, 198, Melville Bull (Rep.) is 
elected lieutenant governor by 1081 major- 
ity. George H. Utter has 287 majority 
and is re-elected secretary of state. No 
election for general treasurer, Samuel 
Clark (Rep.) lacking 147 of a majority.

The very beautiful spinet reminded 
me of an instrument at the ‘*Old Went- 
worth House,”’ Portsmouth, N. H., 
said to be one of the first three im- 
ported to this country, whieh interest. 
ing mansion has now been occupied 
some three years by Mr. Coolidge th 
artist. I was fortunate enough to hav: 
paid it a visit when open to the public, 
and many a romantic tale is told of its 
former titled residents. The approach 
to this fascinating spot is through pine 
woods of delicious odor with glimpses

How Far Do Bees Fly? 

Some writers on the subject claim 
that bees will not go farther than two 
or three miles for honey; others are 
equally as sure that they will go 
from five to seven miles. Now, a 
bee’s wings vibrate or beat the air at 
the rate of 190 strokes per second, a 
curious fact demonstrated by Sir 
John Lubbock a few years ago. 
Scientists claim that 190 strokes per 
second would propel the bee forward 
at the rate of a mile per minute. 
Conservative writers admit that their 
velocity is at the rate of at least 
thirty miles per hour. 

Basing our calculations upon the 
latter figures, and supposing that 
they can keep up for twenty min- 
utes, no matter how heavily ladened, 
on the return trip the rate of speed on 
the outgoing, it would take them ten 
or twelve miles from the home hive.

Ex-Congressman Charles A. Stevens, | 
of Ware, a brother of Congressman M. T. | 
Stevens, died at New York last week. 
When the news of his death reached 
Ware it cast a gloom over the town, as he 
was the most beloved citizen in the place. 

Mr. Stevens was born at North Ando- 
ver in 1816, and went to Ware with Geo. 
H. Gilbert in 1841 and purchased the 
Hampshire Manufacturing Company’s 
woolen mill, on the south side of the 
Ware river, under the firm name of Gil- 
bert & Stevens. 

In'1851 the partnership was dissolved 
and Mr. Stevens took his son, Charles E. 
Stevens, intv partnership and continued 
the business till his death. 

Mr. Stevens was a charitable man, and 
his death is a great loss to the town. 

Mr. Stevens held many town offices, 
was elected to the Legislature and was a 
member of Gov. Bulluck’s council.

Board of Health Regulations. 


Nortu ANDOVER, Mass. | 
APRIL 11, 1892. § 
The following Regulations have been 
adopted by the Board of Health: 


All persons are forbidden to congre- 
bw on the premises where small pox, 

iphtheria, or scarlet fever is kuown to 
exist. None other than the tenants in 
the building will be allowed to enter, 
and children must be kept off the street 
while the card is up. 

All public funerals, either in a church 
or at the dwelling of any person having 
died of small pox, diphtheria, membrane- 
ous croup, or scarlet fever aie strictly 
forbidden. 

Only the immediate family living in 
the house will be allowed to attend the 
funeral. The remains must be encased in 
a casket immediately after death, and 
the casket is not to be opened afterward. | 
The funeral must take place within 24 
hours after death. 

The head of the family where there is 
a contagious disease will be held respon- 
sible fur any violation of the foregoing 
regulations and prosecuted to the full 
extent of the law. 

The police are empowered to see that 
the foregoing laws are obeyed, and any 

rson vivlating. the same will be pun- 
shed by a fine of not less than $10 or 
more than $100. All buildings where 
there has been a case of diphtheria, small 
pox, membranous oman, or scarlet fever
